Spray Thinning 


Of Olives Will Be Made In County

Further studies on chemical 
spray thinning of olives will be 
made again this season, but be- 
cause of cool weather olive fruit 
development has been slowéd, de- 
laying the application of the spray 
thinning chemical, Napthalene 
acetic acid (N. A. A.) Previous 
studies have shown that the op- 
timum size of fruit to be treated 
is about three-sixteenths of an 
inch in diameter. Smaller or 
weak fruit will be removed and 
the larger, stronger fruit remain. 


Present information shows 
many advantages resulting’ from 
spray thinning: Fruit size is im- 
proved. ‘There are more canning 
sizes and less substandard sizes. 
Thinned trees make a crop the 
year following spray thinning: 
Fruit quality is improved. There 
is relatively more flesh to pit in 
spray thinned fruit.

Cotton Loan 
Rate Not Less 


Than 30.80 Cents 


As announced last February, 
the average loan rate for 53-crop 
Upland cotton will not be less 
than 30.80 cents per pound, on 
the basis of Middling 7/88 inch 
cotton — or 90 percent of parity 
at the start of the marketing year 
August 1st — whichever is higher. 

Loans will be available through 
April 30th, 1954, and will mature 
July 31st, 1954, or earlier on de- 
mand. If loans are not paid be- 
fore maturing, CCC may take over 
the cotton from producers and sell 
it to others or pool it for pro- 
ducers’ accounts. 

Loans will be available on cot- 
ton stored in warehouses approved 
by the CCC and in farm storage 
structures approved by Production 
and Marketing Administration 
county committees.

Average price of 31.2 per pound 
liveweight was received by pro- 
ducers of broilers.and fryers, with 
previously rapidly expanding Cali- 
fornia production: of broilers and 
fryers tapering off. 

Hatchery production, after a 
strong start in January and Feb- 
ruary of 1952, declined, and the 
year’s total was. about two per 
cent uncer 1951. 

Average weight of turkeys sold 
during the year ran 18.7 pounds; 
toms, 26.8 pounds; hens, 16.3 
pounds and fryers, 7.8 pounds. 
Average price returned to growers 
per bird was $5.80, considerably 
below the probitable 1951 year; 
marketings in the state totalled 
$64,000,000. A crop of about 9,- 
300,000 birds is indicated for 
1953. A record 12,859,000 poults 
were produced in 1952. 

Total income from all poultry 
and eggs in 1952 ran $264,000,-
